(UPI) — The United States 
climaxed one of its most 
successful weeks of rocket 
testing history Friday with 
the firing of an Atlas and 
a Polaris missile. 


Both firings were considered 
complete successes. 
The Atlas, an advMiced model 
that ranks as the most powerful 
war rocket being flown in the free 
world, hurled a dummy warhead 
5,000 miles to a target off the 
west coast of Africa. 
The 
Navy racked up another 
success in a 1,400-mile test shot 
with an advanced version of its 
Polaris submarine-launched ballis­ 
tic missile. 
The shots closed out a week 
which saw America hurl a chim­ 
panzee twice around earth aboard 
an Atlas rocket, send another At­ 
las and a Titan on intercontinen­ 
ta l range flights over its Atlantic 
and Pacific ocean ranges, and 
shoot 
a Pershing rocket to its 
23rd success in 27 attempts. 
The firings ran the gamut of 
America's 
space-age programs, 
from development of short-range 
ballistic missiles for use by field 
troops to tests of machinery that 
will be used to rocket U.S. astro­ 
nauts into orbit. 
The Atlas fired Friday conduct­ 
ed a successful test that will help 
scientists develop nuclear genera­ 
tors for future earth satellites. 
The Polaris successfully tested 
its nose cone and a warhead arm ­ 
ing mechanism on its brief flight. 
This rocket was about two feet 
longer than Polaris missiles now

Talks Bypass 


GENEVA (UPL - The Soviet 
Union plans to by pass the three 
power nuclear talks here and 
take its new proposal for an un­ 
controlled nuclear test ban to the 
United Nations, d i p l o m a t i c 
sources said today. 
Tho Russians apparently hope 
to win support for their plans 
from

ain have rejected Russia’s "new 
approach" proposal as unaccepta 
hie and non negotiable.

It was believed the Kremlin 
hopes to offset the propaganda 
setback it suffered when it re-1 
sumed nuclear tests by calling 
for a new no-controj test m ora­ 
torium.

Unconfirmed reports from San­ 
tiago said 30 women were injured 
there in a sim ilar demonstration. 
The violence in which one youth 
was killed and at least 15 persons 
were injured during the past two 
day 
appeared to have strength­ 
ened public determination, but it 
was questionable how long the 
strike can be maintained unless 
the Dominican people see con­ 
crete results.

Balaguer apparently gave the 
opposition a flat ultimatum to ac­ 
cept this junta or agree to this 
continuing in power under the 
present setup until elections are 
held next May.
